It is estimated here that with ex- 
change at the high figure quoted — 
4.90^(34.90^'— a net profit of 83,000 on 
each $1,000,000 gold exported is made 
by the shippers. Treasury officials are 
much gratified at the action of the syn- 
dicate, and it is construed to mean 
that they will not permit the gold re- 
serve to fall below tloo,OOu,000. At 
the close of business Tuesday the re- 
serve stood at $101,933,715.

TWO MEN KILLED. 

ratal Accident at the Mammoth Collsanm 
Show Bulldins, Chicago. 
Chicago, Aug. 14.— The Mammoth 
Coliseum show building, which is be- 
ing erected opposite the World's fair 
grounds on Sixty-third street, was the 
scene of a fatal accident to two work- 
men Tuesday afternoon. Samuel Mc-
